nifters of Jcſus Chriſt and his holy Ordinances 3 and ſo are not 


acted by the Spirit of God. I proved the Miniſters whom the 
Quakers do utterly-condemn and ſeparate from, to be Chrifts faith- 


fal Miniſters by chis Argument; They teach ſound DoGrine, 


and the ſaving truths of - Chriſt, they lead godly lives, they are 
duly called to the /Miniſfiry, and have- their call and, commilſon 


from Chrift, and he” doth feal. anfl confirm their Miniſtry with the 
converſion of ſouls. I made evident all theſe particulars, and took. 


off all their cavills and exceptions; and in the judgment of all e- 
qual. hearers and ſtanders by, the Quakers were clearly overthrow:

Anſw. 1c is, and it is not. Common and ſpecial light and grice _ 
conſidered phyfically, and i# gezere entis, as they ſpeak, differ but 
in degree 3 conſidered morally, and ## genere morum, and they dif- 
fer in kind : But more plainly, a wicked man is a man.as well as 
a godly man, but the godly man hath that light, and grace, and 
godlineſs in him, which the wicked man hath not; for the godly 
wan dying, is ſaved; but the wicked man dying, is damned 3 and 
ſo they differ in kind. God hateth the one and loveth the other 
the one is a Child of Satan and an heir of Hell, the ' other is an 
heir of Heaven, and a Child of God. You muſt fo Giate the light 


" within, as to maintain that there is a difference between a man and 


a brute on one hand, and between a man and God, and Chriſt, 
on the other hand : The worſt man is more a'brute than the beſt 
man, he hath a_ light within him that doth ſpecificate and differ- 
ence him from a Beaſt. "The beſt man or Angel, is no more God 
and Chriſt than the worſt man; the light in a Saint in Heaven, is 
no more God then my Hand or Pen is God : So that you muſt 
ſo ſtate the light within, as to make man to differ eſſentially from 
God on the one hand, and from brutes on the other hand. Alſo 
you muſt fo ſtate the light within, as to make a. difference between 
a good man and a bad man, a ſincere Chriſtian and a hypocrite : 
every. man hath at leaſt a talent, but every man doth not im- 
prove his talent. It is only the godly man which doth ſincerely 
love God, and doth ſincerely improve the talents which God doth 
betruſt him with, through the ſpecial grace of God enabling him, 
and ſo dying he is ſaved 3 and his Light is a ſaving Light, 4b 
eventy, becauſe it ends in ſalvation 3 and whoſo hath it, is, a godly 
man, and is aQually and eventually ſaved. The wicked man hath 
one or more tatents from God, he is a- man, and Chriſt hath died 
for him, and he may be ſaved if he be not wanting to himſelf 
if he periſh he can blame none but himſelf; and he abuſing, and 
not imprc.ving his talent, that is his fin, and dying impenitent,

a damned Soul hath a light in it, which doth manifcſt to him all 
' the fins which he hath commited in the world, and that he him- - 
ſe!f juſtly is damned. O what a light is there in him in Hell, towards 
what was in him in this World ! He knows, and ſees, and feels 
by the manifeſtation of the light in his Conſcience, what a wretch- 
- ed Soul he is; he hath loſt everlaſting glory, he hath undone him- 
ſelf, he knows a thouſand particulars which he knew not in this 
world, The light in his Conſcience in this World; was a ſenſual, 
ſecure, erroneous and inſcnfible lights he could fin, and lye in fin, 
and live a worldly and ſenſual life, and tvrn the Grace of God into 
Tſciviouſneſs, and the light within him gave him leave, or did 
not much ditturb him, or not to purpoſe. But in Hell the light 
within is awakened, and teareth the Soul with anguiſh, and tor- 
menteth it with unſpeakable dolour and deſpair. 

'The Qiikers do utterly make void the Scriptures. This was 
proved at the Diſpute; and is largely proved by me in my Books. 
Roger Heyd:ck, did openly, before many hundreds of people, deny 
the Scriptures to be the rule of Faith and life, Read the Quakers 
Appeal, pag. 16, and Mr. Faldo's Book, and you will find. citations . 
out of the Quakers Writings moſt blaſphemous againſt the Scrip- 
cures, One ſays, It is the greateſt errour in the world, that ever 
was invented, and tbe ground of all errour, to affirm that the Scripture 
ought to be a rule to Chriftians : Ben. Furley @ noted Quaker, in a 
Letter, G. Whitehead accounts it idolatry to call the Bible a means 
of our knowing God, Dip. pl. pag. 13. | 
R. Haydoch would net ſay that the Scriptures were no rule at 
all, nor would he ſay that they were a rule ; but he openly afhrm- 
ed that they were not The Rwle; making a difference between 4 and 
the. It was proved that the Scriptures are both @ rule, and ze 
rule for Chriſtians to walk by. HD 

Theie Aſſertion is, that Chriſt and the Spirit is the rule. Tf- thor 
lookeft upon the Scriptures to be for a rule, and for trying, then giveſt 
that unto them which belonts unto Chriſt, for be is the rule, and. leads 
bis people, and he alone ſearches the heart, and tries the reins, and 
ot the Scriptures , ſo Smith's Primmer, p. 11.

1 have not room to cite Scriptures at large themſelves _ if 
| thou - 
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thou wilt but turn to thele places, the Scriptures will ſpeak for 
themſelves to be the ſupream rule of Faith: and life, Foſe 1. 7, $- 
Iſa. 8. 20. Gal. 1.8, 9. Rev. 22. 18,19. 3Tim. 3. 15, 1G, 17, and 
many more. 

As for the Quakers Chriſt and Spirit, it is nothing but the light 
within, which is an Idol, a falſe God and Chriſt. 

But becauſe this is their grand errour, and their common high- 
way, to exclude means, and to oppoſe the Spirit and the Scrip- 


tures, I ſhall clearly, but briefly open their errour, ſo as to ſatisfic 


ſuch as have any reaſon in them. 

Gods Spirit is the ſupream Judg, Guide and Law=giver; Gods 
Word, - that is, his Laws in Scripture are the ſupream rule: To 
ſpeak ſiritly and properly, Chriſt and the Spirit is our Guide and 
Law-giver and Judge, the Scripture is our Rule and Law. The 
Law and Law- maker are not the ſame, they differ as the Carpen- 
ter and his Rule, as the Pilot and Compaſs of the Ship, as the 
Judge and the Statute, or Rule of judgment by which he judg- 
eth. Chriſt is not properly our Law, but our Law-giver, and 
Law-maker. The Spirit is not our Rule, bat the Author of the 
Rule 3 it is not the office of the Spirit to be the Rule, but the 
Laws of God are the Rule; and it is the office of the Spirit to 
write theſe Laws upon our hearts, to open the eyes of our under= 
ſtandings ſpiritually to underſtand our Rule, and the Mind of God 
expreſſed in and by his Laws. To oppoſe the Scripture and the 
Spirit of God, is to make void the Scriptures, and take down the 
Spirit. It is not the office of the Rule to give us power, ſave in- 
firumencally z but to be that according to which we are to walk- 
It is not the office of the Compaſs to be the Pilot, and to guide 
and ficer the Ship, but to be the rule or compaſs by and ac- 
cording to which the Pilot is to guide the Ship. The Carpenter 
Squares his Timber by his Rule and Line, yet is not he the Rule 
and Square and it is not any part of the Rule and Square to 
be the Carpentcr himſelf. The Maſter in teachivg his Scholar to 
Write, doth guide his hand, and help him to move his Pen, and 
| frame his Letters directly according to the Copy that is before him. 
So the Spirit of God is our ſupream guide, and the Scripture or 
Gods Word is our ſupream Rule, and Gods Spirit doth open the 
eyes of our underfiandings to perceive and underſtand our Rule, 
and the lefſons which we are to learn, and he doth bow our wills, 
and remove obſtructions out of our hearts, and doth cauſe us te 


B be- 
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believe, and fear, and love the Lord, and repent and turn to him, 
and to love the Laws of God, and to meditate in them night and 


day, and to think ſweetly upon them, and as new boin babes to 


deſire the fincere milk of the word, that we may grow: thereby, 
x Pet. 2, 1. And oh how ſweet and precious is Gods Ward 
and Law to a gracious ſoul! ſweeter than Honey and the Honey- 
comb, more precious than thouſands of Gold and Silver, P/-l. 19. 
10. Pſi. 119.72. 103. 127. And hence the great premiſe of the 
Goſpel is, I will put my Lrws into their mind, and write them in 
their hearts Ax-b.8. 10. I will put my ſpirit within you, and cauſe 
yor to walk in my ſtatutes, and ye ſhill hep my judgments and do 
them, Ezek. 36. 27. The Scripture or Law of God without the 
Spirit of God, cannot enlighten the mind, and conveit the Soul, 
And the Spirit of God doth not enlighten the mind and convert 
the Soul without his Word and holy Law. And hence the Law 
of the Lord is ſaid to be perfeft, converting the ſoul; the teſtimony of 
the Lord is ſure, making wiſe the ſimple. The ſtatutes of the Lord 
are right, rej y-ing the heart , the commandment of tbe Lord is pure, 
enlightening the eyes, Pal, 19, 7, 8. Thy word is a lamp unto my 
feet, and a light #nto my path, Pſal. 119. 105. Prov, 6.23. It is 
not for want of light in che Sun, that a blind man doth net ſee, 
but becauſe he is blind. The way to cure him, is not to make 
a new Sun, but to take away the defect of his eyes : So it is not 
becauſe there is no light in the Scriptures that Souls remain in blind- 
neſs, but becauſe they have not ſpiritual eye-ftght and underſtand- 
ing, And therefore the Spirit of God in converting Souls doth 
not make new Laws, and Rules, and Scripturesz but he opens 
the eyes of mens underſtandings, and he bores their cars, and he 
puts life into their dead Souls, and all this he doth by his Word, 
and Laws, and converts them to the love, meditation, and de- 
lightful obedience of his Laws, and brings them to our remem- 
brance, Foh. 14. 26. 

We need no other Do@rines, Commands, Promiſes, Threatnings, 
and inſtruQions for our Souls, than what are contained in the 
Scriptures 3 theſe through the faith which is in Chriſt, are able 40 
make us wiſe unto ſalvation, perfef, and throughly furniſhed unto all 
good works : Theſe are in the bands of Gods ſpirit, mighty through 
-Hims,” #0 the pulling down of (trong holds, cefting down imaginations, 
.and every bigh thing which exalteth it ſelf agai-ſt the knowledg of 
"God, and bringing into captivity every thought to the obedience of {1 


"\us Chriſt, 2 Cor, 10. 4, 5. ;

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As 16. 14, There is Pawul the Preacher, the Word Preached, and 
Lydiz with «thers, hearers3 as Paxl is Preaching, it pleaſed the Lord 
zo open the beart of Lydia, that ſhe attended to the things which were 
ſpoken of Paul : So that to ſeparate and oppoſe the Spirit, and the 
means and inſtruments of the Spirit, is moſt dangerous. Gods word 
is the ſword of the ſpirit, Eph. 6.17. But this Sword will not 
cut and kill of it ſelf, it muſt be managed by the Soul through 
the ſpecial aid of Gods Spirit, and then it is quick and powerful, 


ſharp as a two-edged ſword, piercing #0 the dividing aſunder of ſoul 


and ſpit, and of the joints aud marrow, and is a diſcerner of the theughts 
and intents of t"e heart, Heb. 4. 12. And the words which I ſpeak 
#nto you, ſaith Chrift, they are ſpirit, and they are life, Joh. 6. 63. 
So thar rhe Spirit of God is our ſupream Guide, who doth guide 
Chriſtian Souls according to his holy Laws they walk in theſe 
without turning to the 1ight hand or to the left, and in ſo do- 
ing they are bleſſed, and rhe Lord doth bliſs them abundantly ; 
and by meditating and delighting in theſe Laws. they are fruitful 
and proſperous in all w.1|-doing, 1 Fef. 1.7, 8. Pſzl. 1. 1,2, 3. Luke 
I. 6. Rev. 22, 14. Pſal. 119. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5,6,7,8,9, 10,11, and 
throughout to the end. Mic. 2. 7. 

By all means beware of oppoſing Gods Spirit and Gods Word : 
We muſt all be judged by Gods Word and Laws at the great day, 
Foh. 12, 48+ Theſe will be the fiandard in judgmene, between 
the Lord and the World then, Row. 2. 16. All that ſhall be found 
to have the holineſs ſincerity and godlinefs of the Scriptures, ſhall 
be ſaved 3 but the Lord Jeſus will come in flaming fire, taking ven- 
geance 0n them that know not G1d, and that obey not the Goſpel of 
our Lord Feſws Chrift, 2 Theſe 1.75 8. which Goſpel Jeſus Chriſt gave in 
commitlion to his Apotiles, to Preach at his leaving the world, fay- 
ing, Go ye into all the world, and Preach the Goſpel to every creature 3 
he that believeth aud is baptiz-d. ſhall be ſaved : but he that believeth 
aot, ſhall be damned, Mar. 16.15, 16. The Scripture then is moſt 
properly the ſupream Rule of Faith, Holineſs, Religion, Worſhip, 
Spirituality, and all manner of Chriſtian Converſation. And the 
Spirit of God properly is our ſupream Judge and Guide, and to 
oppoſe theſe is to ur-lermine both the Spirit and the Scriptures, and 
utterly to lay waſt both. 

All that they have to ſay, is, the Spirit of God only gives Faith, 
and not the Scriptures, and that which gives Faith is only that 
which rules Faith, ſays I. Penn, Reaſon againſt railing, p. 40. and 
ſo ſaid R. H. -B-2 But - 
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But this doth utterly make againſt them ; for the Spirit of God 


Blves Faith by his Word and Goſpel, - Rom. 10. 17. Eph. 1. 13. 

Thence it is called the Word of Faith, Rom. 10.8, 9g, We are re- 
generated by the Word, which is the ſeed of Grace, and the Spi- 
Tits inſtrament of forming holineſs in us, 1 Pet. 1. 23. If indeed 
the Spirit did reg2nerate, and rule, and govern Souls without the 
Scriptures, and without his holy Do@rines, and Laws, and Rules 
contained in them, then the Scripture could not be faid to be any 
Rule at all in R:1igion, much leſs the ſupream rule : but the Spi- 
rit doth do all by his Word and holy Laws, and Rules, and with- 
out them there can be no Faith, If the Spirit only be the Rule, 
without the Scriptures, then the Scriptures are made void, then all 
holy and religious Rules are quite aboliſhed, then we are all left in 
darkneſs 3 then Mahomet*s Religion is as much the rule of Faith and 
Religion as the Scripture. God to this day hath ruled the World 
by Laws and Rules, written or unwritten, or both: To ſay that 
God only is the Law and Rule, is to contound the Ruler and his 
Rule ; the Law-maker and his Law: Alſo to fay that God Rules 
us, and gives Faith without his holy Laws and Rules, is to make 
void all Religion: For if Religion have no Rule, it is no Religion; 
and if it have not a perfe& Rule, it is no perfe&t Religion: and 
if the holy Scriptures be not Gods perfe& and moſt holy Laws and 
Rules of Faith and Religion , there are none in the World. To 
oppoſe the Lord and his Rules, is to ſet him againſt himſelf. As 
Chriſt ſaith, if Satan caſt out Satan, haw can his kingdom ſtand ? 
' So if the Lord caſt off his own Laws and Rules, and forbid Chri- 
fjzn people for making the Scriptures our Rule, his Kingdom can- 
not ſtand. 

' When we do at any time in our Writings ſay that the Scrip- 
tures are the ſupream Judge and Guide, it is in this fore-explained 
ſence. 

FF. Penn ſays and unſays; he grants the Scripture to be the Rule 
of Hiſtorical Faith, forccited pag. 40. and pag. 32. Making two 
Faiths and two Rules. the Scripture to be the Rule of Hiſftorica 
Faith 3 but the Spirit | that is, the Light within ] to be the rule 
of ſaving Faith. Not to fay ought of his making the Light within 
the ſame with the Holy Gaoſt, which is blaſphemy in granting 
the Scripture to be the rale of Hiſtorical Faith, he grants it againſt 
himſelf to be the rule of ſaving Faith : For Saving and Hiſtorical 


Faith are not two faiths, but one entire ſaving Faith. Pg" 
an 


bk 
and ſaving Faith are not oppoſite; whereever there is- faving Faith 
there is Hiſtorical, and the Rule is one and the ſame. The Go- 
ſpel is but one, there is the ſame Law or Rule to wicked men as 
to godly men, That ſame Scripture, Law and Rule which brecd- 
eth hiſtorical Faith, breedeth alſo ſaving Faith ; bat neither the one 
nor the other without the Spirit of God : So that the Spirit in 
both concurreth and maketh uſe of the Scripturez conſequently | 
Is. Penn and R. H. do both confute themſclves, and are driven to 
yield whether they will or no, That Scripture is the ſupream Rule, 
and fo down goes the whole body of Quakeriſm. 

In what ſenſe is it to be taken, that the Scripture is the Rule ? 
In the ſenſe as the Kings Letters Patents to a Corporation, are the 
Rule and Charter of their Priviledges, or as the Will and Teſtament 
of the deceaſcd is the Rule to Legatees and Executors, for the or- 
der and diſpoſal of the Eſtate and Goods of him that dycd ; or as 
the Rules, and Precepts, and Principles in Grammar, are as Laws and 
inftrucions to Maſters and Scholarsz all which do preſuppoſe us 
men, and men of years and diſcretion, having the uſe of Reaſon. 
The Scriptures are a body of Sacred Principles, DoGtrines, Laws, 
Promiſes, and Threatnings general, and fitted for all perſons, in all 
places, of all forts and ranks, in all conditions whatſoever, what 
to believe, and how to fear, and love, and worſhip God, and wal 
in all good conſcience and fincerity before God, ſo as to be holy 
and happy for ever. The Scriptures are not ſo the Rule of Faith 
and Life, as to exclude the uſe cf our Senſes and Reaſon, and the 
need and uſe of Cads Spirit, and the conſideration of Gods Pro- 
vidence, and the cuſtom of ſpeech and language among men, and 
giving common credit to men in things of common uncontrolled 
belief among all men: When we plead for the perfection. and com- 
pleatneſs of the Scriptures, as a rule of Faith and Life, we do not 
hereby intend the excluſion of any neceſſary help, and concurrent 
or ſubordinate means. The Statute-Book of the Laws of Exgland, 
contains a body of Laws for all the Subjeas of England: But theſe 
Laws muſt firſt be Enacted and-Proclaimed, or made known; and we 
muſt be ſuch as are naturally capable to underſtand them. There 
muſt be Sheriffs, and Officers, and Magiſtrates, and Miniſters in the 
Common-wealthz and by tradition, and ſafe conveyance, the Book. 
of Laws muſt be delivered down through every Kings Reign, and 
kept as a Record, or Regiſtry of Laws general, for all the Subjecs 
fo live after, beſides particular precepts and infirucions to _ 

ere 
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There be hurtful and dangerons extreams in this point, as is 
uſual in moſt. 1. The one is of thoſe which ſuppoſe thc Sc-iptures 
to be deficient, ſo as that it will not ſuffice us to hive atter theſe 
Laws, and content our ſelves with the Faith, and Holineſs, and 
Innocency,and Converſation, which th. Laws of God in Scripture 
chalk us out, and line us forth : But ni\en muſi come and add to 
Gods Laws, and by this door come tn abundance of vain and uſe- 
leſs ceremonies and traditions, and Popes Laws and devices of men ; 
order and decency, and greater grace and holineſs, and unity, are 
pretended, but indeed they are but ſatarical engines of undermine- 
ing the Scriptures, and deforming and adulterating Religion. with 
Baftard-rites and ſpurious additions, and are a peſt and plague to 
the Church, and a ſnare to millions of Souls. Againſt this errour 
and extream, we maintain the perfeaion and ſufficiency of the 
Scriptures, as containing Laws and Rules general, for all Chriſtian 
people to live by ; fo that keeping to theſe, they ſhall pleaſe God 
and be bleſſed for ever, rejeQing all inconfiftent and vain addi- 
tions of men. 

2. The other extream is of thoſe which do fo contend for the 
Scripture to be the perfe& ſquare of Faith and Life. as that they 
deny the uſe of our ſenſes, and Reaſon, and rational Prudence, and 
Science, and Learning, and M=chanical Art and Skill, and common 
belief among men, and Tradition, that is the preſervation and cus 
ody of the Scriptures ſafe and entire, and tranſmitring them down 
from hand to hand through every age of che Church, as without 
the which we could not have them, living at ſo many ages diſtant 
from the time of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, who ſaw with their eyes, 
and heard with their ears thoſe things which are Recorded in the 
Goſpel. The Goſpel or Scripture is a due Record of them, and this 
is conveyed down to us by ſuch care and diligence, as that we 
have invincible Reaſons to aſſure us, that we have the ſame Laws, 
Scripture and Religion, which the Church in all ages have had, 
To deny this Tradition, is to ſerve Satan, and for fear of Pcopery, 
to run into grofleſt irrationality, and leave us naked and unarm- 
ed to defend the Chriſtian cauſe againſt Atheiſts and Infidels. 

This is a general Rule of Scripture, Let all things be done decently 
aud in order. Now come a fort of Phariſees and formaliſic, and ſelt- 
conceited hypocrites on the one hand, and ſay, Baptiſm is not de- 
cently and orderly done without Salt. and Cream, and Spittle, and 


ſuch-like additionsz and they ſuppoſ: that God hath left a gap, 
or

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| or deſe in his Laws to be ſupplied by vain men, alledgirg ſuch 


places as theſe for colour. This is to err on the one extrcam. 
Comes another party, and out of ignorant 7:al for the Scripture, 
they will necds have it that Scripture ſets down at what time, and 
in what place, and before what perſons I mvſi baptize, and juſt 
what meaſure of time I mufi ſpend in the doing cf it, aboliſhirg 
the uſe of ſober Chriſtian prudence, and the aFplication of general 
Rulcs to particuler Caſs, 

Scripture gives this for a general Law and Rule cf eating, at 
all times eat and drink, ty the glory of God 3 This is a general ſtand- 
ing Rule io all people. But it doth not tcll me juſt how many 
bits T muſt cat, nor how Jong 1 muft be in eaiing. nos how often 
ſanQiticd Pruder.ce, and puriticd Conſcience muſt be my hclp in this, 
doing my beft to obſerve the Rule, and not to eat a bit more than 
will ferve to my health, and my holy, and chearful, and diligent 
ſerving of God 3 ncither wholly making no Conſcience of every bit 
and morſel, nor perplexing my felf with ſcruples and diſtractions, 
doing my beſt to hit my duty, remembring, that 1 have to do with 
a gracious Father, and merciful Intercefſour, who is free to pardon 
the common frailties of his ſincezxe and right faithful) ſervants. 

Papilts ſay the Scriptures are no Rule without the Pope and 
Church to Authorize them, and they may make and unmake Scrip- 
ture at their pleaſure. Quakers ſay the ſame, That the Scriptmes 
are no Rule, without the light within to give them ſtamp, and 
make them currant, and that every man hath a more perfe& light 
and Scripture within him, and may make as good if not a better 
Bible than this we have. Theſe opinions are groſs and damnable. 

Some brainfick whimſers, Chriſtians in love with their own Con- 
ceits and ſuperſiitions, undo, by overdoing on the other hand; and 
they would have Scripture to teach us to Read, and Write, and 
Plough, and Sow, and manual Arts and Callings: And they would 
have the Scripture to be to us for Books of Grammar, Rhetorick, 
Logick, Arithmetick, Phyſick, and all ſorts of learning 3 and we 
muſt believe nothing but what Scripture ſays, and that nothing is 
true but juſt what is written in Scripture 5 as though it be not 
as true as Scripture, That Londox of late was burnt in great part 
by fire, and that my eyes and ſenſes tell me that Snow is white, 
and all the world agrees that two and two is four, and as though 
we might not believe who are our Parents, and that we are all 


Chriſtened people, baptized in Infancy, relying upon the comme 
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faith and credit of all the World, and as though I muſt have a 
voice from Heaven, to tel] me that all this Book of Scripture was 
written by inſpiration of God, and is not one jot altered from the 
firſt original Copy, and there could not be an undoubted evidence 
thereof, without ſome inward voice of the Spirit, or rare Aﬀatus 
from above; and as if rational, conſiſtent, folid evidences were no 
evidences oft the Spiritz and as though Faith and Religion were 
contradictions to Reaſon, and could not be proved by it, and we 
could not be believers, unleſs we were brutes, or dreamers, and 
Enthuſiaſts, relying upon irrational fancies, and groundlefs fictions 
of our own brains. He is the moſt holy man, who is the moſt 
rational man, and maketh the beſt uſe of his Reaſon, and liveth moſ 
conſiſtently to the Maxims and Principles of right Reaſon. This is 
the bottom-principle of all Religion, founded-in true Reaſon, That 
God is, and that he is truth it ſelf, and cannot lye, and all that 
he ſays is to be believed, and he that will not yield to this, is ra- 
. ther a beaſt than a man. I muſt firſt know that God ſays it, but 
knowing that it is the higheſt reaſon in the World to believe that 
what he ſays is Law, and true as God is true. And though we 
cannot ſavingly believe the Scriptures to be the Word of God, with- 
out the ſaving illuminating work of the Spirit of God, yet may 
we have an undoubted, firm afſent and belief, by the common 
help of the Spirit, that they are ſo. And all along in all the matters 
of Faith and Religion, our Reaſon is a rule to us3 not without the 
Scripture, nor againſt it in any wiſe, but in concurrence with, and 
ſubſerviency to the Scripturez adding this withal, That Scripture 
is the general rule of all Religion, and all the particulars of human 
obſervance, and rational religious converſation towards God and 
man, be generally comprehended and included in the Scriptures : 
and that ſupernatural veritics and myſteries are punQually feet down 
in the Scriptures, and no where cle > and that there is nothing 
within or withont us, that doth, or can make known to us ſuch 
ſupernatural verities, without the Scriptures, and what is derived 
from them. As for God, and Chriſt, and the Spirit, they have made 
the Scriptures to be the Records of ſuch myſteries; and all the 
World to this day will not afford one man that ever came to the 
knowledg of them by meer internal natural light, without the Scrip- 
ture, or fome exterior means of knowlcdg and Revelation equi- 
valent. The Scripture is thc ſtanding Rule and Record of the Re- 
ligion of God the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt to all people, to the 
Worlds end, Amen. The 
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| The Quakers do equgl their own writings with, yea they-mag- 


nifie and prefer their own writings above the Scriptures. This was 


proved by expreſs Citations out of their Books. | 
They do all deny the Scriptures to be the Word of God, and 


yet they call their own writings by this Title, The Word of God. 


Bayly's works, pag. 676, 443, Hear the word of the Lord all yc Pricſbs 
and people, &c. This is the word of the Lord unto you, which ſhall 


ſhortly be falfilled. 


Gnuibſon, Burrongh, Bayly, Penn, Nailor, Fox, I could cite the very 
words and places where they ſeal their writings with the autho- 
rity of God, and by that, we are all bound under pain of eternal 
damnation, to equal them with the Bible, and own them for ſacred 
Scripture given forth by the inſpiration of God. I read and cited 
many places which were owned and confcfled to. So- that by this 


the Scriptures are in effect made void, any deluder and groſs An- 


tichriſtian wretch may take upon him to write Scripture, and pro- 
claim, Thus ſaith the Lord, and the world will be full of contradiQo- 
ry blaſphemous Scriptures, _ 

\ T will not trouble this ſmall Paper with the arguments by which 
I proved the Scriptures to be rightly called by this title, The Word 
of God, The Quakers talk wickedly for Chriſt, denying any thing 
to be the Word of God but Chriſt himſelf. The word which Chrift 
ſpoke with his mouth, is no more Chriſt himſelf, than the word 
which 1 ſpeak with my mouth is I my ſelf, And the @uakers ac- 
knowledg the Scriptures to be the Words of God, though not the 
I/ord df God. By their own confeſſion every Scripture- word is 
Gods word, as uttered with his mouth. _. 

Baptiſm and the Lords-ſupper, the Quakers ſay, roſe from the Popes 
invention, and the whole praflice of them as uſed by us had their inſti- 
tution by the Pope, and were never ſo ordained of Chrift, Smith's Prim- 
mer, page 36, 37: : : 

Roger Haydocke in the Diſpute denied all Scripture to be given by 
Inſpiration of God , againſt the expreſs letter and plain ſenſe of 
2 Tim. 3. 16, and he would read the words —— All Scripture given 
by inſpiration of God is profitable, ec. But this reading cannot fiand 
with the Original Text. For the later Js is no more expreſl[:d in 
the Original than the former, and both are neceſſarily underſtood. 
And the conjun&ion copulative And doth neceſſarily prove that the 
words muſt be read according to our Tranſlation, or the ſenſe will 
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be imperfet. And reading the words, ——oall Scripture given by tn. 
Piration of God is profitable, &ec, he leaves out rhe cor:junGion and, 
'which is expreſſed in the Original, and ſo takes from the Word of 
God, not fearing the curſe, Revel. 22. 18, 19. As for their allegati- 
on, That many things in Scripture were {poken by wicked men 
and devils: that is nothing. For the Holy Ghoſt did inſpire the 
holy Penmen to pen down even thoſe very words which wicked 
men and Devils ſpoke, and ſo the Hiſtorical relation of them is Di- 
vine, and by inſpiration of God. | 

2. As to matters of praQtice I did before all the Aſſembly charge 
and prove them to be ſuch as Par deſcribes, Rom. 16.17, 18, Men 
that ſerve not our Lord Feſis Chrift, but their own belly, and by good 
words and fair ſpeeches deceive the bearts of the ſimple. In that they 
have divided themſelves from all the Chriſtian world, and are apo- 
ates and turn-coats from the true faith, For Fox their grand lea. 
der in the Preface to his Book, faith plainly, That they [ @akers] 
renounce our whole Religion, Miniſtry, Worſhip, Churches, as An- 
tichriſtian. And I did with ſober compaſſionate zeal, and a warm af- 
feed heart make challenge to Roger Haydock to give any one reaſon 
for their Apoſtacy, and to prove the @xakers Religion, Miniſtry, 
Worſhip and Churches as wholly oppoſite and contradictory to ours 
according to Fex*s words to be from God 3 but no reaſon at all 
could he give, nor had he any mind to argue it, but ſhifted it off, 
when I did again and again urge him» For I had given him and his 
fellows an Argument at Grotoz before ſpecified, in defence of our Mi- 


' niftry, and our whole Religion, which could not be anſwered or 


pain-ſayed by any of them then, nor can they ever anſwer it. And 
I repeated it at Arley-Diſpute, but he declined the arguing of it, and 
was utterly unable t> maintain his own Religion, and take off the 


charge and proof that the Qzakers are belly-Gods, and fleſh-ſer- 


vers. 
All that ever he had to ſay was from a paſſage or two in my Book 


of Drakeriſm ſubverted, and a few words in my Book of Prayer, 
48, 141. 

4 Tn che former I ſay, That if the Light within be alcogether 
blameleſs,the @akers are in the right : Elſewhere in the ſame Book 


'T fay that in every man there is ſomething of God, and ſomething 
*of Satan and the fleſh, or to that purpoſe. I ſay ſo ſtill 3 but if he 
* ſhall think that by ſomething of God I mean a meaſure or part of 


Gods 
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Gods Eſſence or being, I renounce any ſuch expoſition as blaſphe- 
my, of which the @zakers are guilty, affirming the Light in every 
man to be a part oft God, as a drop of water fetched from the 
Ocean is part of it. But that ſomething of God which I mean 
to. be in every man, is no more any part or meaſure of God, 
than my hand is; but only that there is in every man ſince the 
Fall ſomething which may be called good, as it is an effet or crea- 
ture produced and cauſed by God, as it is from him it is good, as 
every Creature of God is good : but as it is a conſtitucat part or 
principle in man, and is not any thing of the Being of God, but is 
innaturalized and ingrafted into man, and become as I may fay con- 
corporate with him, ſo it is peccant and criminal with man, -ither 
principally and immediately, or by participation, and as an inliru- 
ment and coadjuvant cauſe of fin. But he had nothing to ſay againſt 
any my Arguments there. 

As to my words in my Prayer-Book, thence he would conclude 
me a hypocrite out of mine own mouth. But what if theſe words 
and the Book alſo had not been writ? do my words make void our 
whole Religion, and unſaint all that are not Qsekers, and legiti- 
mate and canonize Q=akeriſm? a poor prop for a falſe and blaſ- 
phemous Religion which was ſo long before my Book was writ, I 
acknowledg I might ſo have expreſſed my ſelf, as to have cut 
off all occaſion from them that ſeek occafion. And were they to be 
in, they ſhould not ſo be in. | 

The utmoſt that any man of honeſty and candor can make of my 
words, is an incommodious expreſſion againſt my ſelf to the fiumb- 
ling, of hereticated and twice hardened ſinners, which I ſhould have 
avoided. For their ſakes and the truth I could with it had not been 
ſaid. If Roger Haydock, and his friends would but read that Book 
with the ſame ſpirit that it was writ, this had not needed. Or if holy 
Bradford were alive,and I had to do with ſuch as him,or Paul, Agar, 
David, Mephiboſheth, and many more whom I am not to be named 
with, I might look for more charity and candor, as Prov. 30.2, 3. 
2 Sam.9.8. 2 Sam. 24. 14. Pſal. 73.22. Rem.7, 15, to the end- 
2 Cor, 11. 17,21. and many more places. But no man can ſo pen 
words as to eſcape wreſting and miſconſirution by the Quakers. For 
on are the groſſeſt wreſters of Gods own words of any «that T 

now. 


. What man that hath any ſpark of ſaving Grace in his Soul will ay, 
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that he is wholly finleſs, and hath no corrupt nature within him? No 
man in this world ſince the fall of Adam excepting Jeſus Chriſt, God 
as well as Mangcould ever come forth and ſay, that he is altogether fin- 
leſs and faultleſs before God, ſo as was Adam before his Fall,and-much 
leſs as be the Saints in Heaven. And if bleſſed Pax could cry our, 0 
wretched man that I am, who ſhall deliver me from the body of this death? 
Rom. 7.24. And Solomon ſaith, There is not a juſt man wpon earth that 


d:th good, aud ſinneth not, Eccleſ. 7. 20, If thou, Ld, fhonldeſt mark 


iniquities, O Lord, who ſhall ſtand? Plal.130. 3. And Chriſt teacheth us 
to pray for the forgiveneſs of our ſi4s, as we are to pray for our daily 
bread, Luk. 11,4. And the penitent ſelf-accuſing and ſelf condemning 
Publican was juſtified rather than the proud cenſorious and ſelf-juſtifying, 
and ſelf-praifing Phariſee, Luk. 18. 10, to 15. And Paul ſaith, I know 
that in m:,that is in my fleſh, dwells no good thing, Rom. 7. 18. And the 
beſt man in this world hath ſome fleſh in him, though not reigning ; 
it followeth that there is no Prayer made by any man in this world, 
but he hath cauſe to be humbled for the imperfeQions of his Prayer,

Let any of themall go down upon his knees, and fay, Our F4- 
ther which art in Heaven, hallowed be thy Name, thy Kingdom come, eve, 
thou uttereſt theſe words with thy mouth, and doth thy heart with- 
in perfeQly go alorg with thy tongue, and is there no fleſh and cor- 
rupt nature within thee that doth contradict thy prayer, and fighteth 
a21inſt the better part more or leſs? doſt thou perceive none? if not, 
thou art a graceleſs proud unhumbled ſoul, and altogether a ſtranger 
toGod, and co right Prayer : If yea, than there 1s ſomething of hy- 
pocritie in thy prayer, and thou haſt exceeding cauſe to be humbled 
for thy infirmities in prayerzand if God do not pardon thee the faults 
and corruptions of thy prayers, they will be thy deſtrudion for ever. 
And Ido not doubt but if death and hell were at thy back, and thou 
wert before the Judgment-ſeat of God begging for thy Lite and Sal- 
vaticn, thy heart would be more earneſt and fervent in Prayer, and 
there would be more agreement between thy heart and thy tongue.

Their Religion is coined for retten 
hearts, and ulcerous Confciences, not to cure them, but to kilkthem. 
by deceitful cures. The cure is worſe than the diſeaſe. Graceleſs 
ſouls go to them, and they grow more graceleſs,and conceit to them- 
ſelves that they axe the only gracious people, Some there may be 
whom meer crror doth carry away. that-know not the errors. with 
which their Books arc ſtuffed, and are deceived with the ſeemings 
of auſterity and ſirineſs, not perceiving the wolf becaufe of the 
ſheeps clothing. _ 

To all that would be faved from the errors and' deluſions of theſe 
people, I would but commend this plain counſel. Keep faſt to Gods 
Spirit, Gods Word, and Gods Miniſters. Theſe arc the grand pil- 


lars of ſaving Religion, and the Qzakgrs are the utter enemies of them 


all. They pretend to be all for the-ſpirit, when they leave every man
